A CONSTITUTION FOR RUSSIA. 


T3AR ISSUES A MANIFESTO. 
Sr. Pererssura, August 18. 

The Tsar is to issue a manifesto to-morrow 
which will be read in all the churches, grant- 
ing a Constitation. He hopes that the new 
Assembly will meet not later than the middle 
of January next. The manifesto confers on the 
Assembly a certain amount of legislative power 
and financial control, but there are many 
restrictions. The Autocratic power remains 
unchanged, and the Council of the Empire 
will practically exercise the fanctions of a

PEACE CONFERENCE. LOCAL AND GENERAL.| SALE OF LAND IN CATRO. 
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A BIG DEAL. / 7 


We mentioned a few days ago the purchase 
from Mr. Raphael Suares by the Egyptian 
Estates, Limited, of his property situated 
between the French and Italian Diplomatic 
Agencies at the,corner of the Sharia 
and the Sharia El Manakh, two main thor- 
oughfares of Cairo, for the sum of £48,000. 
We are now informed that the property con- 
sists of 4816} equare metres, so that the 
price paid is as nearly as possible £10 for the 
square metre, inclusive of the four residences 
on it, which is considered a fairly moderate 
price f.r the locality. The conditions of pay- 
ment are £10,000 on the signing of the con- 
tract, which was registered at the Mixed 
Tribura's on the 9th inst, and the balance 
on the company obtaining possession of the 
property in November, when they intend to 
commence the demolishing of the houses on 
it, replacing them by a huge block of re- 
sidential flats of the latest and most approved 
style. It is interesting to note that this same 
ground was bought some 28 years back by 
Mr. Raphael Suares from Barraud Bey, a 
former secretary of the Khedive Ismail, for 
36,000 francs, and the four residences that 
were subscquently erected on it are said to. 
have cost £6,000 more, The brokers who con- 
ducted the sale are Messrs. Elie M. Barack & 
Co. of Cairo, and the same firm acted also in 
the sale of the Sabit Pasha and Menasce 
properties to the Compagnie Immobilidre 
d'Egypte, mention of which was made in our 
issue of Thursday last. ‘=

VITALITY STATISTICS. 


From the latest retarns of the statistical 
office in-Cairo we find that the births registered 
there doring the week ending Saturday, Sth 
Avgtst, sere 505, including one of European 
parentage ; and for the week following 476, 
which included six of the latter category. For 
the corresponding weeks of last year, the total 
figure were 581 and 492 respectively. For the 
week ending 6th inst. the deaths were 468, of 
which 19 were of Baropeans, whilst for the 
same period ending last Saturday the total 
was 583, inclading 24 persons of European 
nationality. For the corresponding weeks of 
1904 the total numbers were 505 and 476 
respectively, inclusive of 18 and 19 Europeans. 
The death rate per thousand of the population 
of the city and suburbs was about double 
among the native compared with the forsign 
portion of the ‘nhabitants, the former being 
estimated at approximately 650,000 on the 
ist July last. 

At Alexandria the births for the week under 
review were 240 and 288, those of European 
parentage being 16 and 5 respectively. In the 
previous year they were 252 and 267. The 
deaths in the twoweeks numbered 228 and 272, 
which incladed 21 and 24 Europeans reapect- 
ively. Last year during ¢he same periods they 
were higher, the numbers being 319 and 284 
and of these the European portion figured for 
14 and 18 respectively. 

As in the case of Cairo, the death rate per 
thousand of the total population of our city, 
estimated at about 400,000 souls on the Ist 
ultimo, was quite double among the native 
portion as against the European rate of 
mortality.

Oar Cairo correspondent writes.— ‘Building 
operations are p ing in every direction 
in the Ismai‘ieh, Thewfikieb, Kasr-el-Nil, and 
other favorite ‘residential quarters of the me- 
tropolis, and the leading firms of contractors 
and builders are, and have been for some 
months, fully occapied in erecting new build- 
ings in those localities, In the Ismailieh 
qoarter, principally, new houses are rising on 
every side, and the district opposite the 
Savoy Hotel, formerly belonging to the illfated 
Banqse Industrielle, and which a few years 
back was a large open space, is now very 
nearly covered with huge residential buildings. 
For the few sites left as mach as £8 to £12 
per square metre is being asked, and tle 
prices demanded in other choise quarters are 
constantly tending upwards, so that soon 
the cost of land for -building purposes will 
become almost prohibitive. Amongst the new 
large blocks of buildings now approaching 
completion are those belonging to the Standard 
Life Assurance Oo., the National Hotel, 
Daira Khassa in the Sharia Boulas, and 
many others too numerous to mention in 
detail. 

A Cairo contemporary pointed out, in a 
leading article a few days ago, that, the craze 
forbuildingin that citywas being overdone, and 
said thatthe probability is that, it not checked. 
it will eventually lead to something in the 
patare of « crisis. | hardly agree with this opin- 
ion, inasmuch as I findon enquiry that althongh 
numbers of new houses are being erected 
in the favorite quarters, the supply hae not 
yet quite overtaken the demand ; since, in 
the majority of caser, most of the apart. 
menta in these houses seem to let long 
before the buildings are even completed, and 
what is still perhaps a better tast whether 
the building craze is likely to overron the 
mark, is the fact that rents are still rising 
instead of falling. A case in point is the 
new large block now under erection nearly 
opposite the National Bank in the Sharia 
Bl Madabergh, belonging to the Coronel 
family, every floor of which is already let, 
although the building, which was formerly 
intended for a hotel, will nat be ready for 
Occupation onder three months or so. The 
annual rents asked bere were £180 to £92920, 
according to floor position, fcr apartments of 9 
rooms, and at those prices no difficulty was 
found in finding tenants.”

CEMENTING THE “ENTENTE.” 
“Tne Times.” 

Yesterday Vice-Admiral Caillard and his 
officers, the gaests whom the nation delights 
to honor, came to London in glorious sun. 
shine, passed in triumphant, if informal, pro. 
cession to Guildhall, received a magnificent 
and absolutely spontaneous welcome along a 
route of considerable length, partook of tha 
traditional hospitality of the City, drank of 
the loving cup, participated in importan‘ 
toasts, and listened to appropriate speechas. 

The keynotes of the day may be said to 
have been spontaneity, eagerness, and inform 
ality: nor wag it without its striking and 
significant moments, the greatest of the:n, in 
the open sir at any rate, being that at which 
Admiral Caillard and his companions, gravely 
and without preliminary parade, mindful of 
gallantry on both sides a century since. and 
forgetful of bitterness in the past, saluted, as 
the representatives of Rspublican France, the 
atatoe of that Horatio Nelson who, with the 
Iron Dake, whose statue they had passed a 
mile or so farther back, had crippled the power 
of the First Empire of France. That graceful 
act, which the crowd did not fail to notice, 
would serve, even if it stood alone, to stamp 
the day as more than commonly memorable.

London's welcome is worth having, though 
we say it who, perhap3, should not. With all 
her faults, and they are many, shesti!] holds a 
unique positien among the cities of the world. 
She is by far the greate-t in size and popa'a- 
tion, the greatest in riches and in commerce, 
if not in light, and though not the greatest in 
historical tradition—that distinction must al- 
ways belong to Rome so long as history lasts 
yat still the greatest in her sublime record of 
freedom and ordered liberty. [If Admiral Cail- 
lard and his friends resembls almost all Prench- 
men in possessing the historic sense, they most 
have been charmed with the ancient ceremonies 
and observances of the Guildhall, and charmed, 
too, with the noble building itself, which never 
looks so regal, and splendid, and: inspiring as 
when the well-filled tab!es are set for civic 
hospitality. If they noted the monuments on 
the walls, and asked whose valour or virtue 
they recorded, it assuredly did not pain their 
ears to hear the names of Chatham, Pitt, Nelson, 
and Wellington. The walls of the Guildhall 
pay eloquent tribute to the French wars ot 

other days, and to the achievements of the 
/ illastrious mea who won great glory for Eng- 
land. The rivalry was prolonged and severe, 
bat it was honorable throughont, and the 
np and downs of skill and fortune on both 
sides confirmed each nation in its sincere 
respect for the courage and endarance of the 
other.

It is the desire of the English people to be 
really friendly with the French. How such a 
revulsion in public opinion has bean brought 
about is not quite easy to explain. It is not 
only that the bad memories of the Napoleonic 
wars have died down, but that the attitude of 
estrangement, which had survived since the 
Crimean War,seems utterly tohave disappeared. 
One might almost have thought yesterday that 
the English nation was qaite content to forget 
the thronging memories of Trafalgar and to 
drape the Nelson Colamn from view, were it 
not for the singularly graceful compliment 
which the French Admiral-and his colleagues 
paid us on that historio spot.

They saw 
the British nation unbend,’and that in circum- 
stances which, as Admiral Caillard said, wil! 
make the festivities unforgettable, and their 
recollection of them ineffacéable.

PEACE PROSPECTS. 
“THe Trxes.” 

The Japanese have shown that, as we anti- 
cipated, they are determined to bring the 
negotiations promptly to an issue. No diffi 
calties have been raised ai to the credentials 
of either side. No lengthy discassions'have 
arigen on points of form. When the repre: 
sentatives of tho two Powers met yesterday 
morning the Japanese immediately opened the 
all-important business of their- mission. They 
had the peace terms which they are willing 
to accept, ready drawn up in writing; they 
laid the momentous dooument on the table of 
the Conference, and Baron Komara proposed 
to donsider the articlesone by ong) . . . 
When it has been presented we shall have 
some solid grounds on which to judge the 
prospects of a settlement. It will ‘reveal 
whether Russia isor is not ready to accept 
thelonly conditions which Japan can safely 
and pradently offer her. We believe that in 
essentials those conditions are irrevocably 
fixed, though the Japanese representatives have 
neither stated nor implied that their proposals 
mngt be accepted as a whole, and certain 
det4ils may be open to disonssion. The terms 
of a peace acceptable to Japan are, in truth, 
dictated by tbe situation itself. They must 
assdre her immunity from Russian aggression 
for a long period to come, so far as homan 
forepight can attain this end. Upon this genera! 
principle she can admit no compromise. It is 
better for her to resume and to prosecute the 
wart in her present position of advantage than 
to be exposed to the necessity of renewing the 
struggle some years hence, when Russia wil! 
have hid time to recover from the crushing 
blows ander which she staggers, and to 
organise her vast resources in mea and in 
material wealth for a fresh contast.

Ooe of the most remarkable signs of the 
times is the simple fact that the Pleni- 
poteotiaries who are discussing terms of peace 
ean find no common language which they can 
all nderstand. The Russian diplomatists 
speak their own langaagé and Franob, while 
the Japanese diplomatists have only learnt 
English. The decision to condact the negotia- 
tions both in French and in English is there. 
fore inevitable, but it presents obvious in- 
conveniences. At every stage the most accurate 
and delicate interpretations will be necessary, 
and this will render the proceedings both 
cambtous and liable to misonderstanding. 
Hitherto, French has been accepted as the 
acknowledged diplomatic language of the world. 
A French sentence can only mean one thing, 
and its stractura is so simple and direct that 
it lends itself admirably t> a lucid definition 
of a treaty or agreement.

Rassian representative are to be received with 
caution, They sre all put forward with an 
object, |jast a3 M. Witte, by sach theatrical 
episodes as the kissing of the railway guard 
the other day, is playing a part. He dasiras 
to imptess on tha American public the idea 
that he|is a simple, good-natured person of 
bucolic | propensities. In reality he is like a 
famous character in Dickens, “devilish sly.” 
All these apparently innocent communications 
about Russia's intentions are merely 80 many 
kites flown to see how the wind lies, It is a 
little unfortanate that M. Witte should have 
sacceedéd so well with the American public, 
The Japsnese are mach more reticent and 
repellent in their manocer, although at the 
same time more keen and businesslike.

‘I'he following day, after an 
enquiry which seems to have elicited very 
little ag to the actual facts of the case, they 
were buried with the usual military honors, an 
army order appeared expressive of official 
acknowledgment of past services, coupled with 
regret at their untimely decease, and as far as 
the public is concerned no farther notice was 
taken of the sad event.

- SALE OF LANDS IN: THE SUDAN. 


The following, taken from the Goverament 
Gazette for Joly, is the text of a very impor 
tant proclamation recently published. terough- 
out the Sudan, and one which we think may 
possibly bave a tendency to check undue land 
specalation there. 

“Whereas it is desired to take further 
mesaures to prevent the disposal of lands by 
natives of the Sudan before their rights to the 
same have been settled, and also to prevent 
them from being induced to dispose of the 
same at inadequate prices :” 

“It is hereby procla'tmed and ordered as 
follows :— 

“ 1, No native of the Sadan may sell, mort- 


gage, charge, or otherwise dispose of, nor agree | 
to sell, raortgage, charge, or dispose of apy |: 
land, or any right, or interest in or over the], 


same, unless with the written consent of the 
Governor of the Province within which such 
land is situated—-previded,;; however, that 
such consent rhall not be required, to/a devise 
by will, or lease for s:period not exceeding: 
three years.” : 

“9. Every sale, mortgage, charge, or other 
disposition by a native of the Sadan of any 
land, or any right or interest in or over the 
eame, and every agreement for the sale, mort- 
gage, charge, or other disposition of the same 
(except a deviss by will or lease for a period 
not exceeding three years) to which the con- 
sent in writing of the Governor has not been 
expressed, shall be noll and void.” 

“3, Money. paid after the publication of 
this proclamation to any native of the Sadan 
in consideration of any sale, mortgage, charge, 
or other disposition ag aforesaid, or of any 
agreement for the same (except a lease for a 
period not exceeding three years) to -which the 
consent in writing of the Governor has not 
heen expressed, ehall not be recoverable nor 
‘nable for.” 


It will probe bly be argaed that the Govern- 
ment has no right to interfere with the liberty 
of the subject as regards the question of the 
price the latter obtains for bis lands. It should, 
however, be borne in mind that the action of 
the Authorities must not be jadged by Euro- 
sean standards, and that a messare which 
night be looked upon as distinctly anjast if 
spplied to a fally civilised country is not neces- 
arily so in the case of the Sadan. In our 
‘pinion, it is andoubtedly the daty of the 
jndan Government to prevent its native free- 
holders from signing away their. lands at 
rrossly inadeqvate prices, and a recent lawsait 
n British Central Africa emphasises this point.

The visit of the French Squadron, in 1844
